One of the Navy's 
top-ranking flag officers will then 
deliver the key Armed Forces Day 
address for the Hampton Roads 
area. 

During the week prior to Armed 
Forces Day, a mobile caravan of 
floats and displays Win journey 
to Tidewater high schools and 
junior highs to give local teen- 
age students a close-up view of 
the people and equipment In the 
armed forces. \ . 

Downtown shoppers will see 
military exhibits In the show 
windows of many department 
stores and shops as Armed Forces 
Day draws near.

The Virginia Beach City Council 
placed on first reading a budget 
of SI. 329.563 and approved of an 
appropriation aimed at improv- 
ing the cleanliness of the beach 
and the city. The latter step was 
taken at the suggestion of Mayor 
P. F. Murray. 

The budget is for 1954-55 and 
is an increase of $44,372 over 
the present year's budget. Final 
approval of the budpret is expected 
at the May 17 meeting of the 
council. The budget is based on 
the city's praent tax rate of 
$2.38 per $100 property evaluat- 
ion, wich will remain the same*. 

A genera! fund of S775.796 was 
set up to cover administrative 
and departmental expense cf the 
city. From this fund will come 
'he following: appropriations: 

Bureau of Street Maintenance. 
$105,750; Police Department, $87,- 
387: Fire Department. $59,659: 
refuse collection, $38,000. 

The total school operating 
budget will amount to $256,475, of 
which $126,367 ccmes from sources 
other than the city 'Federal and 
State funds i. From iis general 
fund, the Council appropriated 
$130,108 for schools. 

Other general fund appropria- 
tions included $13,190 for the 
Water and Sewer Department 
This department, largely self-sup- 
porting, raises $247,400 of its 
total $260,890 appropriation. 

The city's special fund from 
the so-called luxury taxes (clg- 
arets, hotel rooms, etc) is expect- 
ed to bring in $180,000, which is, 
earmarked for: 

Erosion control, $43,000: adver- 
tising. $34,000. and the remainder 
for refuse collection. 

The city's debt fund appropria- 
tion amounted to $267,131, Of 
this amount, $173,531 will come 
from the general fund and $93,600 
from the special tax fund. 

A committee from the teaching 
recruitment group for the city, 
headed by Mrs. J. W. Muslck, ar- 
rived after the budget discussion. 
Mayor P. F. Murray declared that 
the problem of teacher salary ad- 
vancement, vjiich the group 
put before Council, was a matter 
for the school board rathernian 
Council. 

^Murray read to the Council a 
letter he had sent to business es- 
tablishments and hotels urging 
a clean-up of the beach. In this 
connection, he asked for a $1,000 
appropriation for signs and hand- 
bills to publicize city ordinances 
against taking Beer cans and soft 
i drink bottles on the beach. 

The handbills would also stress 
ordinances against disposal of 
debris from picnic and undres- 
ing In automobiles. 

The Council granted the Mayor 
the $1,000. 

Also under consideration in this ! 
conncetion are extra police for 
Sunday patrol of the waterfront 
and methods of cleaning the beach 
until the Summer Beach Patrol 
goes on duty at the end of May.

THE SCHOOLS 

Last week we gave a review of the background to the present 
political campaign for the three council /seats in the June 
8th Virginia Beach election, this week we have chosen the 
city schools as topic of discussion. 

For years Virginia Beach's Willbughby T. Cooke elemen- 
tary school, staffed by excellent teachers, has enjoyed an 
enviable record of achievements among all the grammar 
schools in the State Virginia. The record of this school has 
been outstanding. 

About two years ago the Virginia Beach High School was 
completed and opened for classes. It is one of the most 
modern and most beautiful high schools in the State. 

These two schools presently constitute the educational faci- 
lities for whites in Virginia each. Through an arrangement 
with neighboring Princess Anne County many children living 
in the fringe areas of Virginia Beach attend these schools. 

Virginia Beach, not unlike other communities and coun- 
ties, faced a tremendous task of caring a greatly expanded 
school population immediately following World War II. One 
alleviating step after another has been taken by the school 
authorities in the form of additions to existing facilities, and in 
the case of the high school, a million dollar plus educational 
facility was erected. 

Despite attempts by some of our citizens who would use 
tMe school system to gain political ends the pattern of pro- 
gress in education here has been above the national average. 
ft is a well known fact a perpetual whispering campaign against 
the city schools and their administration is being waged by 
certain individuals. A person may be "buttonholed" at anytime 
on Atlantic avenue between 19th and 20th streets and get 
an earful of whispered propoganda fostered by anti-administra- 
tion forces, who would use the schools of their own chil- 
dren as political fodder. 

Despite all of these abuses the city schools continue to flourish 
and enjoy the finest administration in the State. All of the 
accomplishments and advancements of our city school system 
has come about under the present political administration.

Senate- Rebate last week on the 
wool bill represented merely a 
preliminary skirmish on ' the 
broad question of what should be 
done about agricultural price 
supports. Administration leaders 
promised the Senate an early op- 
portunity to consider a general 
farm bill and after the Senate 
had passed the bill making special 
provisions to encourage production 
of wool, the Chairman of the 
House Agriculture Committee In- 
dicated no action would be taken 
on this bill by the House until 
after a general bill had been con- 
sidered. 

The major question at issue is 
whether price supports for basic 
crops now fixed at 90 percent of 
parity should be placed on a 
flexible sliding scale basis next 
year, as provided in the present 
law, or whether the effective date 
of this change should be deferred 
for one or more years. 

The Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, passed in 1938 was intended 
for the dual purpose of helping 
farmers to obtain prices which 
would keep their purchasing 
power on a fair level compared to 
other portions of the population 
(which Is the "parity" concept) 
and assuring consumers an ade- 
quate and steady supply of com- 
modities at fair prices. ' 

This law was an important fac- 
tor in encouraging American 
farmers to produce enough food 
and fibre to feed and clothe a 
large portion of the world's popu- 
lation during and after World 
War II because they were assured 
that when hostilities ended there 
would not be a sudden drop to- 
ward the depression levels of 
1932 when wheat brought 38.2c a 
bushel, corn 31.9 cents a bushel, 
hogs 3.3 cents a pound, cattle 4.- 
2 cents a pound, cotton 6.5 cents 
a pound and tobacco 10.5 cents a 
pound. 

In 1948, when export markets 
were disappearing and surpluses 
accumulating, the law was am- 
ended, putting farmers on notice 
that the level of future price sup- 
ports would depend upon their 
willingness to keep production in 
line with consumer demand. The 
whole picture changed, however, 
when the Korean War started in 
1950 and the effective date of 
the change in the price support 
law was postponed while farmers 
again were urged to increase their 
production. 

Since the end of fighting in 
Korea crop surpluses again have 
been accumulating at a disturb- 
ing rate but I believe it is only 
fair to recognize that in making 
their plans for future crops many 
farmers were influenced by the 
1952 campaign promises of im- 
proved export markets and other 
programs to remove existing sur- 
pluses without interfering with 
commerical markets. 

However, these programs have 
not materialized, and instead of 
the predicted expanded program 
of "trade not aid," there will be 
difficulty in obfcajning evena^arR?

Inspectors will go into the field 
very soon now to begin field in- 
spections of small grain in eastern 
Virginia. You can help us by hav- 
ing your fields ready when the 
inspector arrives. Many fields will 
have crop mixtures in them, such 
as rye in wheat, or wheat in oats 
or barley, etc. All of this should 
be removed before the arrival of 
the inspector. Varietal mixtures, 
such as bearded wheat in smooth- 
headed varieties, should also be 
removed. If there is any cockle in 
the field, it should be removed. If 
the field is badly infested with wild 
onions, the application should be 
cancelled before the inspector ar- 
rives. Fields of oats containing 
large areas of chest should also 
be cancelled. 

Growers frequently delay ro- 
gueing their fields until the in- 
spector is at the farm, then ask 
for a second inspection. Please 
do not ask the inspector to re- 
turn. He has a limited amount of 
time; and unless he moves rapidly, 
he cannot make all inspections 
applied for. 

There are still some growers 
who do not send in an application 
for inspection but simply leave 
word with a neighbor for the in- 
spector to visit him. This makes 
it very difficult for, the Associa-

tion to give satisfactory service. 
The inspector's first duty is to the 
growers who sent their applica- 
tions in on time, and he may not 
be able to take care of the late- 
comers. The inspectors follow the 
season, beginning in the eastern 
part of the state, and moving 
westward as rapidly as they can. 
Having left Tidewater for the 
Valley, Piedmont, or Southwest, 
they cannot return before the crop 
is harvested. 

An inspector cannot say when 
he will reach your farm. Some- 
times he may be behind his sche- 
dule. Please leave information if 
you leave home during the in- 
spection season as to the location 
of the crops to be inspected. You 
should also leave information with 
someone on the farm as to the 
number of fields of each crop and 
acreage of each. 

• * • • 

Necessary Steps In Seed Certifica- 
tion 

Some of our local small grain 
growers have inquired as to the 
rules and methods of seed certi- 
fications. These questions cannot 
be answered very briefly. Nor is 
it always the same. The Procedure 
varies to some extent with the 
crop. However, there are a few 
routine steps to be taken in all 
crops. 

1. Secure certified or registered 
seed to plant your crop. 

3. Be sure the containers carry 
certified or registered tags. Save 
some of the tags if you intend 
to continue certification. 

3. Secure an application form 
from the Virginia Crop Improve- 
ment Assocation, fill it out pro- 



perly, attach some of the certifi- 
cation tags to your ap plic ation , 
and sent it to the Virginia Crop 
Improvement Association. Do not 
expect the inspector to hunt 
around the bam of granary to 
see if he can find a certification 
tag. He does not have time for 
this. It is your responsibility to 
furnish proof of the Elegibility of 
the crops for inspection. 

4. Study the roles of certifica- 
tion for the crop you want certi- 
fied. Check your fields and if for 
any reason you find the field does 
not meet certification requirements 
cancel the application before the 
inspector arrives. 

5. If you are growing small grain, 
lespedeza, red clover, or soyoeans, 
rogue the field before inspection 
and remove varietal mixtures, 
other crop mixtures, and noxious 
weeds. 

0. Be careful in harvesting the 
small grain you should cheek 

7. Reclean the seed and have a 
purity and germination test made 
after the seed is hi the condition 
in which you offer it to market. 

S. If it meets all tests success- 
fully, secure tags from the Vir- 
ginia Crop Improvement Associa- 
tion and attach one to each sack 
or container you offer for sale as 
certified. 

There are, of course, different 
requirements for different crops. 
You should secure and study the 
rules of certification for the crop 
you intend to grow. For instance, 
if you intend to produce certified 
your fields to see whether or not 
they are badly infested with cockle 
wild onions, vetch, or cheat. There 
is no point in attempting to grow 
certified small grain on fields bad 
ly infested with these pests. 

Before sowing your crops, be 
very sure that the drill has been 
thoroughly cleaned. When the field 
is well headed out it should be 
gone over carefully and noxious 
weeds and objectionable plants 
such as vetch removed. 



Before harvesting the eropMt 
Is a good p rac tic e to mow once 
around the field There is likely 
to be noxious weeds near the fence 
now or ditch bank. 

If you are a new grower you 



should always obtain and study 
the rules of certification of the 
crop you plan to grow. If further 
Information is needed, write either 
the Virginia Crop Improvement

The passing scene of high- 
way history is not a pleasant 
one. It is littered with the ac- 
cumulated wreckage of fifty 
years of accidents. It is srewn 
with the bodies of more than a 
million killed. Among its popu- 
lation it numbers 40 to 45 mil- 
lion persons who have been in- 
jured. Its economic waste soars 
in the billions. 

And around the bend of the 
future, this scene is even more 
ghastly to contemplate. At the 
present rate, it should take only 
half the time to accomplish the 
same violence, destruction and 
carnage. 

Each year, we stand at a mile- 
stone of the passing scene and 
total up the grim score. We have 
seen dirt roads become roaring 
super-highways. We have seen 
automobiles grow frcm one- 
hinged toys to giants of more 
than 200 horsepower. We have 
seen the safety crusade grow 
; from a few slogans of admoni- 
. tion to a mighty outpouring of 
*> warning facts and figures, pic- 
tures and articles, slogans and 
speeches. 

' But each year, we have seen 
the careless and the heedless 
rush by to destruction _the fam- 
ily outing turn into a mass 
tragedy; the speeding tourist 
taking a trip to nowhere; the 
party-goer dashing home to a 
life of pain. Out of the cold re- 

1 cord cf statistics we have tried 
each year to recreate the hu- 
man beings whose last look at 
the passing scene was one of 
ultimate terror. The head-on 
collision, the curve missed, the 



blindlMT ?l*re of undimmed 
headlights, the scream of brakes 
at an intersection, the helpleas 
skid on wet pavement. 

Over the years, a thousand 
plsrns and panaceas have crossed 
our desks. Highway construction 
is the answer. Safety belts are 
the cure-all; padd e d insurment 
panels; speed governors; elec- 
tronic policemen; higher licen- 
sing requirements. All these and 
many more are advanced as the 
one final answer to the problem 
of highway accidents. Putting 
all thousand into effect* would 
undoubtedly help. But it is our 
conviction that neither science 
nor engineering, no matter how 
wisely or widely applied, can 
provide a permanent solution. 
This problem has its roots in 
the minds of men, and it is 
there we most look for the an- 
wer. 

Our annual studies of high- 
way accidents have shown that 
more than ninety percent of the 
venicks involved were in good 
c o n d 1 t i o n; the highway 
were adequate if used at the 
speeds lor which they were de- 
signed. We found the weather 
to be a negligible factor. We 
found that curved roads were 
no more hazardous than straight 
ones. Over the whole span of 
the passing scene, we have 
found that these were the vari- 
ables in the equation of high- 
way safety. The constant, un- 
changing factor was the man, 
woman, or child who sat be- 
hind the wheel, of a car and 
transformed it /from a useful 
servant to a projectile of destruc- 
tion or who, as a pedestrian 
walked carelessly into the path 
of danger. 

We are not psychologists. We 
cannot attempt to analyze the 
motives or impluses by which 
rational human beings become 
automotive killers. We know 
that some of these are too com- 
plex for the layman to under- 
stand. But some are so obvious 
that they sound a steady theme

throughout our statistical sur- 
veys. Bxecessive speed is a killer, 
so is driving while intoxicated, 
weary or ill. Violation of the 
rules of the road is a prelude 
to disaster, so are gross care- 
lessness and the willful abuse 
of highway etiquette. Although 
it is not our function to ana- 
lyse or moralize more deeply the 
the conclusion is obvious. In 
most accidents, the guilty party 
Is man and not machine, mind, 
mind and not motor, reflex and 
not roadway. 

If the passing scene is to 
grow more peaceful and less 
deadly, the great change will 
have to come from the drivers 
and pedestrians who are now 
causing fatal accidents at the 
rate of more than ninety per 
day. Today, the automobile is 
a mixed blessing. Only by a per- 
sonal commitment to care, cau- 
tion, and control can we restore 
it to the role of useful servant 
and end the reign of terror on 
which we ourselves have started 
it.

Ouernesey cow Increases Our 
Food Supply 

Here is some good news that 
has just been received from the 
American Guernsey Cattle Club. 
A registered Guernsey cow, Bay- 
ville Actress Esther, owned by 
Bayvllle Farms, Inc., Norfolk, Vir. 
ginia, put 13690 pounds of milk 
and 628 pounds of butterfat into 
the country's breadbasket. This 
production represents approxi- 
mately 6513 quarts of high-quality 
milk. This is according to the of- I 
ficial Advanced Registry record I 
released by- the American Guern- 
sey Cattle Club. "Esther" was a 
iunior 2 year-old and was milked 
three times daily for 365 days. 

Guernsey cows official test have 
steadily increased production over 
the years. The average cow in 
the United States produces only 
about one half as much as the i 
average purebred Guernsey on of- 
ficial test. 

The sire of 'Esther" is Fair- 
lawn Hornet's Masterful. One 
tested daughter of this bull is 
listed in the Performance Register 
cf The American Guernsey Cattle 
Club.

Fund Campaign 
To Be Discussed

The proposed Cerebitt' Palsy 
Treatment and "• -ainir> Center 
for Virginia Beach - Princess 
Anne will be another step forward 
for Cerebral Palsy rehabilitation 
in the South. For *a number of 
years before the establishment of 
the national organization, the 
only rehabilitation and 
treatment center for cerebral Pal- 
sied was Heated at Duke Universi- 
ty, Durham, N. C. As a result of 
treatment received at Duke, a 
number of the patients were able 
to enter the University as students, 
graduate and go to aid in the re- 
habilitation of other victims of 
the disease. Others went from the 
College to the Graduate Schools 
and- today, are successful in 
their chosen fields. 

The 1954 General Assembly of 
the Virginia Legislature appro- 
priated a sum of money necessary 
or the establishment of a Cere- 
bral Palsy Center at the University 
Medical School in Charlottesville. 
In this same appropriation funds 
were provided for a home for 
cerebral palsied in Areas of the 
state too thinly populated to of- 
fer a local treatment center. 

Theraphy and training 1 will re- 
habilitate 80 percent of the cere-

They can also be used 
to pump water from one tank 
truck to another when such tan- 
dem use is of advantage to fire 
fighters.

"Project Santa" Is Therapeutic Aid 
To Many Hospitalized Veterans 



* ^ 



Santa Claus has become potent 
"medicine" in helping to heal the 
sick and the maimed in Veterans 
Administration hospitals. 

And, in the bargain, thousands 
of needy or orphaned children, 
who otherwise might be forgotten 
at Christmas time, are now on 
Santa's toy list. 

This double dose, good medicine 
for sick veterans and good cheer 
for needy children, comes from a 
toy-making program in the man- 
ual arts and occupational therapy 
clinics of VA hospitals that start- 
ed a few years ago on a small 
scale. • 

Most of the patients participat- 
ing In the program are long term 
mental, tubercular or other chronic 
cases. 

Today, the project Is one of 
the most promising therapeutic 
aids in 26 VA hospitals, with more 
than 3.100 patients turning out 
some 30.000 toys for distribution 
at Christmas to more than 24.000 
needy and orphaned children who 
otherwise would not be remember- 
ed. 

More than that, hundreds of 
local organizations are cooperat- 
ing by providing discarded toys 
for repair or the materials for 
making new toys and then distri- 



buting the finished toys at Christ-" 
mas time to the needy and orpan- 
ed children in their communities. 

VA said the beneficial program 
is operated at no increased coat 
to the agency, yet its effect as a 
medical tool- in the treatment of 
the seriously sick is of incalcul- 
able value. Va. said this is par- 
ticularly true of mental and tuber 
culous patients. 

A typical mental case, reported 
by a VA neuropsychiatry hospital, 
involved a World War I veteran 
who had been hospitalized for 
more than 10 years. The hospital 
said he had begun to feel he 
was a burden on socity with * 
little or nothing to offer in re- 
turn. His condition worsened 
noticeably. Then, as a part of 
his medical rehabilitation treat- 
ment, he was induced to parti- 
cipate In the toy program. The 
change for the better was almost 
mmediate because, for the first 
time, he realized he would bring 
happiness to someone else and, 
therefore, was wanted after aft. 
It was just the "medicine" he 
needed to snap out of his leth- 
irgy, the hospital said. 

Among the tubercular patients, 
the project is equally rewarding* 
VA said.

Pilgrimage To 
St. Luke's Church 
Friday, May 21st 

For more than 300 years St. 
Luke's (The Old Brick Church) 
near Smithfield, Virginia, has 
stood sentinel while history pass- 
ed by. The Annual Pilgrimage to 
this venerable edifice, only 23 
miles from Norfolk, Virginia, will 
be held this year on Friday, May 
21st, with celebration of Holy 
Communion at 11:00 A. M. by the 
Rt. Rev. Oeorge Purnell Gunn, D. 
D., Bishop of the Diocese of South- 
ern Virginia, assisted by the Rt. 
Rt v. William A. Brown, D. D., Re- 
tired Bishop of the Discese of 
Southern Virginia, and the Rev. 
William Brayshaw, former Rector 
of Newport parish. The sermon 
will be delivered by the Rt. Rev. 
Richard H. Baker, Bishop Coadju- 
tor of the Diocese of North Caro- 
lina, a direct descendant of Sir 
Joseph Bridger who, according to 
tradition, was the builder of the 
Church. 

A plate luncheon of fried chick- 
en, Smithfield ham sandwiches, 
home made cakes, etc. will be 
served on the grounds by the 
woman's Auxiliary of Christ 
Church, Smithfield. 

After lunch. Bishop Gunn will 
deliver an address on "The Pro- 
gress made by Historic St. Luke's 
Restoration." 

This church is considered the 
oldest building of English origin 
in this Country and has been call- 
ed by visiting architects the finest 
example of English Gothic con- 
struction in the United States. The 
brick structure, laid in Flemish 
bond- consists of square tower at 
the west end and a nave with 
Gothic butteresses and stained 
glass windows set in pointed arch- 
es. The large East window, divid- 
ed into 12 sections, is of Bavarian 
glass and dedicated to early 
churchmen and patriots. The mem- 
orial windows replaced the ori- 
ginal colored glass windows when 
Uie church as restored 1887-1891. 
Under the East window, and em- 
bedded behind the gold altar 
cross, is a brick dated 1632, one 
of the three found at the time of 
the restoration. 

The only original furnishing is 
the wine-glass pulpit with its 
broad steps and high sounding 
board stored by Josiah Parker in 
a barn at nearby Macclesfield dur-

War and restored to the house 
of worship in 1894. The original 
Bible, which was published in 
London, England, in 1629, is now 
in the possession of Mrs. Robert 
Hjdsden. The enclosed pews were 
cut and assembled by hand of 
native heart pine in the original 
style during the restoration by 
Robert G. Blackwell. 

Tarleton and his Raiders rested 
under the trees in the church 
yard during Revolution. The Vir- 
ginia Militia bivouacked around 
the church in 1812 as did soldiers 
in 1861. Neglected following the 
Revolution, the church was aban- 
doned by its congregation follow- 
ing the construction of Christ 
church in Smithfield in 1832. 

The Pilgrimage last year gave 
birth to "Historic St. Luke's Re- 
storation," an organization formed 
to restore and preserve this an- 
cient structure. Mr. Henry Ma- 
son Day of New York, whose an- 
cestors were vestrymen there in 
the early days, was elected Presi- 
dent and the Rt. Rev. George 
Purnell Gunn, D. D., Bishop of 
the Diocese of Southern Virginia, 
chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors. Widespread interest was 
kindled and many other notable 
men and women are sponsoring 
this worthy cause. 

Many descendants of Joseph 
Bridger are planning to attend 
this Pilgrimage and some have ex- 
pressed a wish that a reunion* of 
the Bridger can be held in the 
afternoon.

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LARGER HOSPITAL FUND 
WILL BE RECOMMENDED 

Under Secretary of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare Nelson Rock- 
efeller told our Appropriations 
Subcommittee last week that the 
President would send a special 
message to the Congress asking 
that $75,000,000 be provided for 
Federal aid to hospital construc- 
tion in the next fiscal year in- 
stead of the $50,000,000 proposed 
in the President's budget mes- 
sage or the $65,000,000 appropri- 
ated for this year. 

The proposed increase would 
mean that Virginia's allotment 
for next year would amount to 
$2,230,318 compared with $1,479,- 
068 available under- the budget 
figure but information given our 
committee by Dr. Cronin, Chief 
of the Hospital Construction Divi- 
sion of the Public Health Service 
indicated this still would fall far 
short of what would be needed to 
carry out the full program which 
has been proposed by the Virginia 
State Health Department. 

Dr. Cronin said the Virginia 
Department had reported twelve 
projects as eligible to receive fed- 
eral aid next year. These would 
provide 390 additional general 
hospital beds, 200 additional beds 
for tuberculous patients and five 
new public health centers. The 
total cost of these projects was 
estimated at $8,460,000 and the 
federal government's share of this, 
on a basis of matching funds on 
practically a 50-50 basis would 
be $4,653,000. That is more than 
twice the allotment which could 
be expected under the President's 
new recommendation. Neither the 
House nor Senate committees have 
so far acted on the hospital ap- 
propriation item. 

Desirable as it would be to get 
on quickly with the program of 
building badly needed hospitals, 
of doubling federal aid for high- 
ways and continuing' all the other 
, types of aid to state activities, we 
cannot ignore an increasingly diff-

Virginia farmers lose nearly 
$8,000,000 worth of grain annually 
because of insects and rats. Most 
of this loss can and should be stop- 
ped. 

In Virginia the two most im- 
portant stored grain insects - the 
rice weevil and the Angoumouis 
grain moth - infest the ripening 
grain in the field. The source of 
this Infestation is the stored 
grains from the previous year's 
Crops. So the problem is to control 
insects in the stored grain to pre- 
vent field Infestation of the cur- 
rent crop. To do this there must be 
suitable and adequate storage on 
the farm. 

Moisture content of the stored 
grain influences insect develop- 
ment. Moisture can be controlled 
largely by the use of natural or 
artificial drying. However, drying 
equipment can be used only In 
storage buildings constructed or 
adapted for that particular pur- 
pose. Grain at 12 per cent or 
lower moisture content, other con- 
ditions being favorable, stores 
with least spoilage. 

Fumigation with heavier-than- 
air gases is considered the most 
effective control for stored grain

Dust materials can be applied, 
according to the directions of the 
manufacturer, when the grain Is 
placed in storage, to give protec- 
tion from reinfestatlons by insects.

There have been numerous com- 
plaints lately from Princess Anne 
farmers concerning dread and 
dying areas in alfalfa and clover 
fields. Plants affected include alf- 
alfa, red, white, crimson, and al- 
sike clover. The disease, stem rot 
or wilt (sometimes called crown 
rot, clover rot, or clover sickness) 
is caused by a fungus. It spreads 
throughout the winter months 
when weather conditions permit 
and may be destructive until hot 
weather sets in. 

The first evidence of the disease 
is a wilting of the stem and leaves, 
which turn yellowish and brown. 
Often it appears as if boiling wa- 
ter had been poured on the af- 
fected plants. Examination will 
show that the stems near the base 
of the crown or at ground level 
are decayed. Many of the stems 
may be completely rotted off. 

Dense moldy growths may be 
found at the base of affected stems 
especially during damp, muggy 
weather. These masses soon be- 
come black in color and form ir- 
regular hard bodies which are the 
resting or scterotial stage of the

Soybeans, cowpeas, and 
iespedeze are legumes that can 
be safely grown In the rotation. 
Such a rotation will not guarantee 
freedom from stem rot, but there 
will be less of the fungus In the 
soil.

reach out over the side.

Acreage guides for several truck 
crops produced in Virginia for the 
commerical fresh market and for 
p r o ce ssin g have Just been an- 
nounced by the O. S. Department 
of Agriculture. In most cases the 
acreage set for harvest in 1904 
is the same or slightly less than 
that harvested in 1953. 

Acreage guides are not establish- 
ed for individual States, but for 
entire production areas, accord- 
ing to W. T. Powers, Administra-

<A8C) Committee. With average 
yields, Powers said that the De- 
partment's recommendations are 
expected to provide an adequate 
volume of marketings to meet all 
requirements.

INTERNATIONAL TRUCKS 
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Williamsburg Plans Observance 
Of Double Anniversary Saturday 



An Armed Forces Day parade 
will be held In Williamsburg on 
May 15 saluting the nation's mili- 
tary might and marking the 178th 
anniversary of the Virginia Re- 
solution for Independence. 

Led by colonial units in authen- 
tic 18th century uniforms, the 
parade will move out at 10:30 A. 
M. for its along the length of 
historic Duke of Gloucester Street 
where Continental forces two cen- 
turies ago marched off to battle. 

Immediately following the par- 
ade, ceremonies will be held at 
the colonial Capitol building at 
noon c omm emorating the events 
here on May 15, 1776. On that 
day Virginians meetings in the 
Capitol unanimously called upon 
the Continental Congress to de- 
clare the United Colonies "free 
and independent" and hauled 
down the British flag from the 
Capitol to replace it with the 
Grand Union, America's first na- 
tional flag. Also scheduled dur- 
ing the day is a "Colonial Festival" 
during the afternoon on the cam- 
pus of the College of William and 
Mary recapturing the spirit of 
the 18th century "Publics: Times." 

Included in the parade will be 
a U. 8. Navy band as well as units 
from the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps., WAC's ROTC, band and 



drum units, drum and bugle corps, 
Marine field pieces and military 
vehicles. 

The parade will be led by City 
Sergeant William F. Low Carry- 
ing the Mace of the City of Wil- 
liamsburg and followed by Vice- 
Mayoi* Lloyd H. Williams riding 
In a colonial carriage. A group 
depicting the "citizen-soldier" of 
the Revolution— 20 craftsmen from 
the craft shops of Colonial Wil- 
liamsburg in authentic dress and 
carrying musket* and ' powder 
horns— will appear next in front 
of the Monticello Guard, a Na- 
tional Guard unit from Charlot- 
tesville, Va., wearing colonial uni- 
form. The Guard unit traces from 
pre-Revolutionary times when it 
was once commended by George 
Washington. It will serve as honor 
guard for the ceremonies at noon 
at the Capitol to commemorate 
( the historic anniversary.

These things seem obvious, hot 
few sportsmen go about buying 
a boat this way. They make the 
decision chiefly because they j 
think the construction will take; 
little upkeep, because they like 
the price, because It wiU fit their 
storage place or the trailer they 
have or want, because it's lighter 
than their neighbors' boats, or 
fast, or because it's the easiest 
to get when they decide overnight 
they're not going to be without 
a boat any longer. 

Tour boat must fit the largest 
waterway it will ever go on, and 
the largest load— not just the av- 
erage. 

Hard and fast suggestions are 
sometimes inaccurate, but it's a 
safe bet that you shouldn't put 
more than three aboard even the 
widest of open 12-footers, you 
shouldn't go out in them on any 
but the smallest lakes, and you 
should keep away from places 
where you'll meet wakes from big 
craft. The normal 14-foot out- 
boards should be restricted to 
lakes only somewhat larger and 
to loads of not over four people. 
For the 20- and 30-mile bays 
and inland lakes, pick wide high- 
sided boats in the 16-foot or over 
class. — Sports Afield.

28 per cent for feed, 9 per cent 
for labor, and 9 per cent for In- 
terest, shelter, equipment and 
miscellaneous costs. So total costs 
are about 22 per cent fore than 
feed costs, or for every $82 of feed 
used, the total production cost 
will average about $100. 

These cost figures may be used 
to determine whether or not hog 
production will be profitable. If 
feed prices of $1.50 for corn, 83 
cents a bushel for oats, and $6.00 
per 100 pounds for commericial 
feeds, are used, a determination of 
costs can be made. It should take 
about 6 bushels of corn, 3.6 bushels 
of oats, and 50 pounds of com- 
mericial feed to produce 100 
pounds of hogs. So, you have a 
cost of $9.00 for corn, $3.06 for 
oats and $3.00 for other costs and 
you have total costs of $18.06 per 
100 pounds of hogs. This is the 
price needed to get the market 
fr feed, labor, and other costs. 
Farmers who have already writ- 
ten off equipment costs could pro- 
bably stay in the hog business at 
somewhat lower prices. Feeding 
hogs efficiently in both 1953 and 
1954 should pay better than pro- 
ducing corn for government sup- 
port prices or cash sale.

The three suits were filed last 
week and in each the suits are 
filed against Dunn and the news- 
paper. The three suits were filed 
by Frederick T. Stant, Norfolk 
attorney. 

The first suit filed was that of 
Vito Morlino, who is listed as the 
operator of the Moulin Club in 
Princess Anne County. Morlino 
has filed suit asking $25,000 dam- 
ages allegedly incurred when the. 
defendant published an article in 
the Princess Ane Free Press on 
April 29, 1954, stating that the 
plaintiff (Morlino) had violated 
the alcholic beverage control laws 
of the State of Virginia. It is al- 
leged that the article stated that 
liquor was on the premises of the 
club. 

Irving Vidor, a Virginia Beach 
•esident, has entered a $50,000 
iuit against Dunn and the news- 
paper that lists him as publisher, 
vidor has based his suit on an 
article appearing in the Free Press 
of April 22, 1954, in which the 
plaintiff is referred to as a "racke- 
teer." The suit charges that the 
article, in effect, refers to the 
plaintiff as "one who unlawfully 
axtorts money or advantages by 
.hreats of violence or unlawful 
interfereftee with business.'' 

The third suit asking $25,000 
lamages has been filed by Mrs. 
Sauna Sue Saleeby, who is referred

Jlub in an article appearing In 
the Free Press on April 29, 1954. 
rhe suit is based on an article 
which stated that the Pioneer 
Jlub 'Jis running wide with liquor 
ihd various forms of gambling."

Lower Car Bodies 
Seen as Prospect 

A definite downward trend in 
the height of American Automo- 
biles is revealed in a survey of 
1954 models. 

That lower silhouettes are be- 
coming increasingly popular with 
the motoring public is evident In 
the fact that seven of the most 
popular makes have dropped the 
overall heights of their hardtop 
models from 1.4 to 2.3 inches 
from a year ago. 

The low, sleek styling in auto- 
mobile designing was introduced 
by Studebaker in its coupe and 
hardtop series in 1953 when most 
American automobiles were still 
"up In the air." 

Studebaker and its Internation- 



ally famous designer, Raymond 
Loewy, took their cue from the 
growing popularity of the Euro- 
pean sports cars and developed a 
car only 56.31 inches in overall 
height. What they had in mind 
was to introduce a popular-priced 
American sports car, but public 
acceptance has made it the typical 
family automobile as- well' 

Studebaker achieved the new 
low look in American automobiles 
without any sacrifice in head room 
or riding comfort.

Virginla Is well represented In 
Atlantic City this week where dele- 
gates from the Virginia Tuber- 
culosis Association, its 112 local 
affiliates, States health depart- 
ment executivies, and a number 
of practicing physicians, will join 
thousands of other volunteer hea- 
lth workers, physicians and nur- 
ses, to consider "The Challenge of 
the Future in the Control of Tu- 
berculosis" as the National Tuber- 
culosis Association observes its 
50th anniversary. 

Orgonized in Atlantic City in 
1904 by a group of medical and 
non-medical men and women, the 
National Tuberculosis Association 
became the first non-official health 
group formed in this country to 
wage war on a nationwide front 
against a specific disease. 

Scientists from Europe, Asia, 
South America and Canada will 
join leaders in health work in 
this country in a week of special 
sessions arranged according to 
medical, community action,*nurs- 
ing and general interests. The 
sessions, beginning tomorrow 
morning and continuing until 
Friday noon, will be held at the 
Ambassador, Chelsea, and Rltz 
Carlton Hotels. 

Under the joint auspices of the 
NTA, its medical section, the 
American Trudeau Society, and of 
the National Conference of Tuber- 
culosis Workers, the program will 
point to the problems, some old 
and some new, which must be 
faced if the gains so far made 
against tuberculosis are to be 
crowned with success. 

Paradoxically, some of the prob- 
lems of today have arisen from 
the advances of the past few years, 
according to Dr. James E. Perkins, 
managing director of the NTA. 

"Notable changes have been 
brought about in the tuberculosis 
scene in the past 10 years as the 
result of dramatic advances in 
treatment," he said yesterday. 
"With the availability of effec- 
tive drugs, primarily streptomycin, 
PAS (paraamlnosalicylic acid) and 
isoniazld, many patients have been 
saved who would have been doom- 



ed a decade ago. Antimicrobial 
drugs have not only been a boon 
In themselves, but have also made 
possible the employment of sur- 
gical techniques which would not 
have been safe without drug pro- 
tection and they have spurred on 
research for even better drugs." 
Some of the questions which re- 
cent advances have raised and 
which will be discussed at the 
meeting Include: 

What is the most effective drug 
or drug , combination to use in 
the treatment of TB? 

When should excisional surgery 
or collapse theapy be used? 

Is complete bed rest necessary 
for the tuberculosis patient or 
can bed rest be modified now that 
drugs are available? 

Can tuberculosis be treated sa- 
tisfactorily outside the hospital or 
is the risk such for the family 
and patient that this step can be 
one of last resort only? 

What should be done for the 
older man with • chronic tuber- 
culosis who does not respond to 
drug theapy? 

Among other problems to be 
considered are the search for the 
sick and infected — people who 
have tuberculosis but do not know 
it, the people who have been in- 
fected but so far have been able 
to ward off . active disease, the 
social and economic problems 
caused by tuberculosis; the provi- 
sion of care for tuberculosis peo- 
ple who are not residents of the 
State, and the role of nutrition in 
resistance to tuberculosis. 
Since 1904 tuberculosis has been

as a cause of death In the United 
States, but the disease even today 
Is attacking approximately 100,- 
000 persons a year. 

"Advances In treatment, along 
with more intensive search for 
the unknown cases of TB, have 
been important factors in the rapid 
decline of tuberculosis mortality 
rates," Dr. Perkins said. "Not so 
rapid,. however, has been the de- 
cline in the attack rate of tuber- 
culosis. We >are not preventing 
tuberculosis anywhere near as 
successfully as we have been able 
to postponse death once the disease 
has struck. The great task before 
us now is to keep tuberculosis, 
with all its attendant emotional, 
financial and social problems, as 
well as its physical suffering, 
from striking at all."

Observers present 
knew that the land was practically valueless to anyone but 
the commission, still Dixon and his crowd continued to in- 
crease the price until finally the Erosion Commission acquired 
the needed land at a price of $6605. A fair market value was 
placed by several individuals familiar with land values at ap- 
proximately $2500 to $3000.

STILL A MYSTERY 

* We were interested (.objectively, of course) in proofs of an 
; article on alcoholism soon to appear in the 1954 Yearbook of 

the American Peoples Encyclopedia. 
The physical causes of the disease long have a mystery. And 
' it isn't probable that the mystery will be solved very soon. 
Experiments conducted during the past few years on ani- 

* mals deprived of vitamins showed that such animals increase 
their voluntary alcohol intake when given the choice between 
pure water and a mild alcohol solution. However, a 1953 re- 
search report now casts doubt on the importance of vitamin 
factors in the origin of alcoholism. When the vitamin starved 
animals were given a choice between pure water, alcohol solu- 

* tion and sugar solution, there was no increase in voluntary al- 

* cohol intake. Instead, the sugar solution was preferred by the 

* experimental animals. 

* The criterion of true alcoholism is a sympton known as 

* "loss of control over alcohol intake." In general that means 
the real alcoholic can't or won't quit drinking, once he starts. 

The Committee on Alcoholism, appointed by the World 
Health Organization, points out that animal experimentation 

* with alcohol does not justify the designation "experimental al- 

* coholism" as these experiments did not produce the "loss of 

* control" sympton. 

But if a vitamin deficiency does result in voluntary alcohol 
; intake by laboratory animals, perhaps we should investigate 

* carefully the effects of diet as regards alcoholic consumption 

* by the human race.

Encouraging Reports 
Of Medical Research 

When Senator Clyde Hoey of 
North Carolina died in his office 
on Wednesday of last week he 
wds the fifteenth member of the 
Senate to be taken by death since 
I became a member of this body 
in 1947. That is' a high rate of 
loss for a group which has only 
96 members, even though many 
of them start their term of serv- 
ice when they are in the upper 
age brackets. My realization of 
this fact gave dramatic signifi- 
cance to testimony given on the 
same day by the Director of the 
National Heart Institute. 

Dr. James Watt told our Ap- 
propriations Subcommittee of a 
research program which has re- 
sulted In a major advance in drug 
treatment of hypertension, which 
is one of the most common ail- 
ments of older persons. The an- 
cient Greeks found that honey 
from flowers of the Rhododen- 
dron was poisonous and the Amer- 
ican Indians recognized this bush, 
so common in our Virginia Moun- 
tains, as the source of a power- 



ful and dangerous drug. It was ] nxent for colds

A number of Virginia Beach 
residents have asked me recently 
whether the beach front of the 
Fleet Air Defense Training Center 
(Dam Neck) might be opened to 
traffic at certain hours. I under- 
stand that this would be a con- 
siderable convenience to those who 
travel over the beaches south of 
Dam Neck. There are, however, 
a number of reasons why this 
cannot be done, and I would like 
to explain them briefly. 
First Is the rifle and pistol

and "ricochets" pass over the 
beach. It is true that firing is 
not always done at these ranges 
on weekenders, but on most sum- 
mer week-ends there is firing. A 
great deal of weekend firing will 
be done this summer by National 
Guard and Marine Reserve units. 
Even if the beach could be opened 
when these units are not firing, 
the schedule of opening would be 
so uncertain and unpredictable 
that inconvenience would inevi- 
tably result to those who would 
have to wait or backtrack. 

A similar situation will prevail 
through most of this summer on 
the anti-aircraft range, which) will 
be used on weekends and outside 
regular firing hours by Marine 
Reserve units from all over the 
United States, assigned here for 
annual training. During these 
operations, the times of which will 
be dependent on weather and the 
clearance of ships to seaward, 
heavy guns will fire explosive pro- 
jectiles directly over the beaches. 
Target pilotless aircraft will be 
operated over the beaches, and 
if hit, may crash in fames on the 
beach near the gun batteries. 

Aside from unpredictable opera- 
tions during weekends, a con- 
stant hazard exists in the south 
part of the station, including its 
beaches, to which I could not ex- 
pose civilians. This hazard is from 
"dud" or unexploded explosive 
mortar shells which have fallen 
In that area during several years 
of training firing and which there 
is no certain way of eliminating. 
A partial search with mine de- 
tectors last spring located several 
such "dud." How many remain in 
a potentially dangerous condition, 
I cannot say. To permit civilian 
vehicles to traverse this area 
would expose them to unneces- 
sary risk. 

I believe it may not be generally 
known that the Navy holds title 
to land extending to the low wa- 
ter mark along the ocean front, 
and that the sea area facing the 
station is officially a| "Danger 
Area." These conditions insure

1. Remove the door. This is the 
safest way, since a chest especial- 
ly may have a door or lid so 
heavy that a child could not open 
it even if unlatched. 

2. Remove the latch atop. This 
usually can be done easily by re- 
moving the screws- from the plate. 

3. Drill rows of holes In the 
Sides and pry of f the 
racket around the door. 

These methods, used together, will 
reduce the danger of suffocation 
in a refrigerator kept to use as » 
storage cabinet.

2. Turn the box with the door 
against the wall. Moat boxes are 
too heavy for children to move.

4. Padlock the door when the 
handle is so constructed.

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A retired postmaster's idea and 
energetic action by a woman's 
club are making highways safer 
In Florida. 

The postmaster was worried 
about the danger to ruarl mail 
carriers stopping on the highway. 
He thought mail box turnouts 
would eliminate the hazard. 

The Orlando Pilot Club saw even 
greater possibilities for the idea, 
and it soon grew into a plan for 
group action by the Fourth Dis- 
trict, Florida, of Pilot Interna- 
tional. 

^Through their effort, 50 rural 
mailbox turnouts were construct- 
ed along Florida highways. It was 
soon apparent that the crescent- 
shaped bays were an important 
safety bonus for box holders, for 
children boarding and alighting 
from school buses, for motorists 
forced to make emergency stops, 
as well as for the letter carriers. 
Their efforts were rewarded 
When the Fourth District became 
the first club to win the top award 
n the 1983 Carol Lane Awards 
for Traffic , Safety, receiving ' a 
$1,000 defense bond and a broiuie 
Jtatuette symobolic of their achie 
vement. 
The Carol Lane Awards, the na- 
ions only awards which recognise 
Che achievements of women in 
the field of traffic safety, are ad- 
ministered by the National Safety 
Council through a grant from the I 
Shell. Oil Co. 

Heartened by the enthusiaalc 
acceptance of their project, the 
Florida women are pushing the 
program vigorously. Mrs. Sara o. 
Hughes, of Orlando, Pilot state 
chairman of the turnout project 
md the woman who saw the pos- 
sibilities of the postmasters idea, 
asked that funds for 100 new 
turnouts be Included in the state's 
1954 road budget. Instead, 300 
turnouts were authorised. The 
highway administrators, impres- 
sed by the work of the club, added 
$150,000 to the maintenance bud- 
get for paving of turnouts. 

This major safety project Is an 
example of the effective work be- 
ing done by women and women's 
groups in the traffic safety field.

Hybrid Clams 
Are in Demand 



Hybrid corn has increased the 
farmer's income by hundreds of 
thousands of dollars, and many 
gardeners are setting out hybrid 
tomato plants, but what would 
you expect of a hybrid clam? 
Ask the man who treads clams, 
or rakes them or tongs them 
with patent tongs- and he will 
tell you what he wants is more of 
them. 

Recently Dr. Victor L. Loosanof 
sent to the Virginia Fisheries Lab- 
oratory Gloucester Point several 
hundred small clams bred in lab- 
oratory tanks at Milford, Con- 
necticut. Four kinds of clams 
were sent: a northern species (our 
own Chesapeake dam is this 
kind, a southern species and two 
hybrids between the northern and 
clams. Dr. Loosanof f has sent all 
four kinds to several places along 
the Atlantic coast to test their 
survival and growth. At Gloucester 
Point the clams were planted and 
are being cared for by Dr. Jay 
D. Andrews; oyster biologist for 
this Laboratory, and Mr. James 
B. Engle, U. S. Pish and Wildlife 
Service agent stationed in Mary- 
land. * 

The clams were grown in se- 
parate trays for about a month. 
On their arrival at Gloucester 
Point they were placed in special 
boxes filled with a mixture of 
sand and mud and covered with 
wire screening to exclude preda- 
tors. Dr. Andrews and Mr. Engle 
dug the boxes In so that they are 
level with the surface of the bot- 
tom of the York River. Dr. Loos- 
anoff states that these hybrids 
are easy to breed and if they show 
rapid growth or improved quality 
they may be useful in the clam 
industry. •

corn, gardens, strawberries, when 
they begin to travel in armies and 
feed on everything in their path. 
Infestations begin, however, in 
rank grain and. grass fields, and 
should be searched for carefully 
on the ground in such crops. 

Finding the worms when they 
are small is of primary import- 
ance, since damage to crops can 
be reduced if they are controlled 
then. Controls should start when 
3 to 5 worms per square feet are 
found. After the worms begin 
feeding heavily, damage is very 
rapid, and usually total. 

Young worms are active, slim, 
bluish-green and black-lined. The 
larger worms are 1 1-2 inches 
long, hairless, greenish in color 
with dark and light stripes down 
each side and a dark stripe down 
the center of the back. 



single cause - and therefore there 
is no one trea t men t effective in 
all cases. It is beat to call a 
veterinarian just as soon as the 
first sign of bloat is noticed. Many 
cases are of an emergency nature 
and animals can be lost within 
a very short tune after the first 
symptoms appear. For this rea- 
son, it is best to be prepared to 
give emergency treatment when 
necessary. Consult your veterin- 
arian and get the materials and 
directions for use from him, so 
you can meet the need for immedi- 
ate treatment if it arises. 

There is no routine management 
procedure that can be followed, 
nor any known drug which will 
definitely prevent bloat. Know- 
ledge of bloat prevention meth- 
ods is inadequate and more inves- 
tigation is needed. However, sev- 
eral management practices may be 
followed which are effective in 
reducing the incidence of bloat. 

Feed hay or roughage before 
turning cattle on legume pasture. 
TMs will appease hunger and pre- 
vent overeating of Legumes as well 
as provide the coarse material 
necessary to stimulate bleaching. 

Graze on grass pastures before 
turning on legumes. Alternate non- 
legume and legume pastures. Or 
seed pastures with a mixture of 
grasses and legumes. 

Other measures: pasture legu- 
mes only after they reach the 



early bloom stage, and only when 
free of dew or moisture. Feeding 
of minerals, and feeding grain 
before placing on pasture have 
been suggested, but not enough is 
known about them to assess their 
value as a bloat-preventlve 
sure.

Bloat in cattle may occur under 
various circumstances, and for 
certain reasons - but there are 
certain management practices 
which will help prevent it. 

Bloat is seen most often In 
animals being fed legumes, al- 
though it may occur on (grasses 
afld in dry-feed lots. Pastures made 
Up mostly or wholly of alfalfa, 
ladino clover, sweet clover, red 
and white clover, trefoil and peas, 
are more ifreguently involved than 
these in which grass is predomi- 
nant. Immature, succulent and 
rapidly growing plants apparently 
favor the development of bloat. 
It can accur on dry as well as 
moist pastures; however, moisture 
may favor the growth of the bloat- 
promoting plants.

Award of Honor 



The highest recognition made 
by the Industrial Conference of the 
National Safety Council has come 
to the Roanoke Shops of the Nor- 
folk and Western Railway. The 
Shops will receive a 1953 Award 
of Honor for outstanding safety 
performance. 

Roanoke Shops worked 5,0 14 #65 
man hours last year with no fa- 
talities and four injuries for a 
casualty rate of .80 per million 
man hours worked. The 
rate for the previous year was 
2.77. The National Safety Council 
award was made both on a basis 
of the 1953 record and for im- 
provement in recent years. 

The award plan of the Council's 
Industrial Conference was insti- 
gated in 1951 and provides for 
four levels: the Award of Honor 
the Award of Merit, the Certifi- 
cate of Commendation and the 
President's letter. It is not a com- 
petition. Any number of units can 
qualify but of 180 railroad units 
evaluated in 1952 only one was 
granted the Award of Honor. In 
all industry there were 8,843 units 
evaluated and 316 honor awards 
made.

Menaced by 
Straying Dogs 

Kindness of heart, if nothing 
else, should induce owners to keep 
their dogs under control at this 
time of year. There is no telling 
how great is the destruction of 
game in Virginia ' each year 
through the depredations of rov- 
ing dogs during breeding and nest- 
ing seasons. 

Quail and turkeys have a hard 
time bringing off their broods and 
it is hard to see, in many of the 
eastern counties, how a doe deer 
can bear and rear her fawns, or 
any sizeable percentage of little 
rabbits survive when there are 
dogs running in the woods day 
and night. One seldom goes into 
the country without hearing dogs 
trailing or in full cry after game 
that has been put in flight. 

Dogs running at large in Vir- 
ginia at this time of year do un- 
told damage to many species of 
game and to livestock. Many 
owners, realizing the cruelties in- 
volved, keep their dogs up volun- 
tarily, without other compulsion.

The cold wet weather in Tide- 
water, Virginia, has seriously dis- 
rupted the expected pattern for 
utilization of migrant farm labor 
this spring it was learned today 
from J. Marvin Powell, State Farm 
Placement Supervisor, Virginia 
State Employment Service. 

It was expected that migrant 
labor brought to the Eastern 
Shore and Norfolk area in May to 
pick strawberries would be able 
to start immediately picking snap 
beans, and from snaps move direc- 
tly into potatoes, if needed. The 
cold weather has retorted snap 
beans to the point where the end 
of strawberry picking leaves a 
gap of tern days to two weeks be- 
fore beans will be ready in any 
quantity. 

W. F. McCaleb, Jr., Executive 
Vice-President of the Adsaoiation 
of Virginia Potato add Vegetable 
Growers, In commenting on the 
situation pointed out to farmers 
that plenty of migrant labor 
should be available during the next 
two weeks through the State Em- 
ployment Service for day labor, 
and to clean up any odds and 
ends of jobs that the farmer needs 
doing. Mr. McCaleb commented, 
"It is virtually important that we 
keep here on the Shore an ad- 
equate supply of seasonal labor to 
handle our perishable crops- We 
are afraid that, if no employ- 
ment opportunities are afforded 
the hundreds of migrants now in 
Tidewater Virginia during the 
next ten days, many of them will 
leave us and that we wfll be badly 
short of laborers when we need 
them in the near future." 

"This is a good opportunity for 

any farmer to get anything done 

that needs doing on his farm. He 

should be able to get plenty of

McClanan was absent from the meeting when the council 
toon action to secure federal cooperation in furnishing water 
to tte residents of North Virginia Beach. He was absent, 
from the meeting in which final reading of the budget took 
place and tax rates on real estate and personal property were 
fined, these actions affect every taxpayer in the city but Mc- 
Clanan was not present to participate in this important work 
of the council. 

He was absent from the council meeting when that body 
met with school authorities and authorized the construction' 
of eight additional classrooms at the Willoughby T. Cooke 
school, an action most dear to the hearts of everyone* who 
love oar schools. 

Ha was absent when the. council received the report of the 
Debt Service Commission which report deals with the en- 
tire cky indebtedness. He was absent from the meeting of 
the council on September 3, 1953, at which time authorization 
was given for the sale of $300,000 in bonds for the installa- 
tion of the sewerage system in South Virginia Beach. 

These are important items that have affected the welfare 
of every citizen in every section of the city. Although Mr. 
McQanan had been elected by the people to represent them 
•his actions show that their problems were of no concern of 
his.

His absentee record in the city council applies to regular 
and special meetings of the council, all of which dealt with 
important matters pertaining to the welfare of the people 
he was elected to represent.

FANNING THE AIR 

At the gathering of the Greater Virginia Beach Council 
Ticket last Saturday, W. W. McClanan picked as his theme, 
annexation, suggesting that there was no wholehearted effort 
oh the part of the city or the powers that be to really annex 
North Virginia Beach. These are strange words, indeed, to 
come from a city councilman. 

In the annexation effort, the city was represented by the city 
attorney and Thomas H. Willcox, both prominent attorneys. 
The case was tried before three circuit judges and the court's 
decision was unanimous. The city had the right of appeal 
to the supreme court of the State of Virginia but did not take 
this action. 

Does McClanan mean to suggest that the city council, of 
Whkh he is a member, was not sincere in their efforts to 
annex this territory? Does he mean the two attorneys were 
not sincere in their representation of the city? Does he suggest 
that the engineers were not sincere in preparing their case?

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COURT DECISION MARKS 
BREAK WITH TRADITION 

When the Supreme Court an- 
nounced Its decision last week, 
holding that racial segregation In 
public schools is unconstitutional, 
it overruled and repudiated live 
former decisions of the same court, 
at least thirteen decisions of low- 
er Federal courts and at least 59 
decisions of State courts. 

And, as was forcefully pointed 
out in the brief filed with the 
Supreme Court last year by At- 
torney General Lindsay Almond 
,of Virginia, this Interpretation of 
the Fourteenth Amendment is 
contrary to the understanding of 
the Congress which adopted the 
amendment and of the States 
when It was ratified. The Virginia 
brief, in preparation of which our 
Attorney General had the assis- 
tance of some of the State's most 
distinguished constitutional law- 
yers, cited the record to show 
affirmative evidence that 23 
States understood that the Four- 
teenth Amendment would not ab- 
olish segregated schools. In the 
case of the other fourteen states 
no evidence was found one way 
or other, but there was no posi- 
tive evidence that any of the 37 
States which composed the Union 
when the Fourteenth Amendment 
was ratified understood that it 
would prohibit segregated schools. 
It seems clear, therefore, that the 
Court in this instance has thrown 
overboard the common law prin- 
ciple of "stare decisis" - which 
means standing by decisions of the 
past ■ and has substituted a psy- 
chological test for rules of law. 

That, in my opinion, means an 
invasion by the Court of the leg- 
islative field and is regrettable 
not only because of the compli- 
cations which this particular de- 
cision will cause in many of our 
State educational systems but also 
because it Is another step along 
a path which already has been 
followed too far in recent years. 
The framers of the Federal Con- 
sititution not only provided for 
three separate & distinct branches 
of Government . the Legislative, 
Executive and the Judicial - but 
sought to safeguard each branch 
from encroachment by the others 
and also drew a sharp line to pre- 
vent encroachment by the Fed- 
eral Government on the rights of 
the States and localities. Fear of 
such encroachment led Patrick 
Henry and other Virginians of 
his day to oppose ratification of 
the Constitution and favorable 
action was taken only after James 
Madison, who had played a lead- 
ing part in framing the Constitu- 
tion, promised to offer at the 
first session of the Congfess the 
Bill of Rights Amendments which 
would furnish further safeguards 
for State and individual rights. 

One threat to the historic doc- 
trine cf separation of powers 
which we have seen in recent years 
has been a tendency of the Chief 
Executive to impose his will on 
the Legislative Branch and to 



make Congress what has been 
termed "a rubber stamp.' Another 
threat has been willingness of 
the Supreme Court to usurp leg- 
islative functions and write new 
law under the guise of interpret- 
ing either the Constitution Or 
some Act of congress. One ex-^ 
ample of this Was the decision 
which upheldlhe Wage and Hour 
Law, and in so doing wiped out, 
to all intents and purposes, the 
previous distinctions between In- 
ter-state & Intra-state commerce. 
Under that ruling the Federal 
Government has asserted the right 
to jurisdiction over the wages 
paid an elevator operator in a 
building because some of the 
passengers he carries up and down 
may do business outside of the 
State. The anti-segregation de- 
cision is another move in the 
same direction, since it asserts the 
right of the Federal Government to 
go into a community and tell local- 
ly elected School Boards how they 
must assign pupils to the school 
buildings constructed with local 
tax funds. 

If the Court felt It was Its duty 
to thus invade the legislative field 
because the Attorney General of 
the United States, although the 
United States was not a party to 
the litigation, solemnly told the 
Court it was its duty to strike 
down the segregation laws, this, 
raises the possiblity that the 
court, rather than the Congress, 
may be made a "rubber stamp" 
for a reform-minded executive.

The Soil Conservation Districts 
have cooperated wholeheartedly 
in inducing landowners to include 
habitat improvement for game in 
their farm planning and have 
helped materially in the distribu- 
tion of materials and in rendering 
technical aid to those who are in- 
terested in cooperating. This has 
meant that thousands of acres of 
Virginia land are now producing 
.more wildlife. 

But there are still a great many 
farms on which nothing is being 
done for wildlife. It was impos- 
sible to contact their owners di- 
rectly, or they were uninterested 
in helping game. There is definite 
assurance that if farmers in gen- 
eral will do even a little bit in

Carrier Intrepid 
Commissioning 
Set for June 18 

Hundreds of Navy bluejackets 
are awaiting the order to "move 
out' at the Norfolk Naval Base. 

This order will take approxi- 
mately 2,000 crewmembers aboard 
one of the Navy's most famous 
aircraft carriers— USS Inrepid 
(CVA-lli— which will be ready 
to take an active role again with 
the U. S. Fleet on June 18, when 
she will be recommissioned at 
the Norfolk Naval Shipyard in 
Portsmouth. 

On February 11. 1952, the gal- 
lant 27,000-ton ship was taken out 
of the mothball fleet at Mare j 
Island. California, and was made | 
ready far her first voyage since 
1947. This voyage to the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry- | 
dock Co., was one which was once , 
more to bring life and color to I 
avessel known as "the most hit 
ship in the Navy' during World 
War H. 

Those on hand for the 1952 
ceremonies in San Francisco were 
still conscious of the heroic job 
Intrepid had accomplished during 
her war service. 

Faded, but still evident, were 
the 700 small "rising sun" flags 
painted on the flat top's supers- 
tructure, commemorating the en- j 
emy planes she and her pilots had 
accounted for. 

Also visible were flaps marking 
the 150 Japanese aircraft listed 
as damaged in her log. Next to 
these were the ships ... .70 of 
them j . . .all of which she sent 
to Davey Jones's locker. *>'|E 

History relates the painful past 
of the Intrepid in red letters. 
Three times, deep wounds were in- 
flicted by frantic Jap Kamikaze 
suicide planes . . . .twice enemy 
"tin-fish" ripped through this 
fighting lady. But always she man- 
aged to get back home and re- 
turn to the fight. 

The fierce battle off Truk Is- 
land formed the backdrop for 
one of the most dramatic episodes 
in Intrepid's history. 

An enemy torpedo ripped 
through the portside of Interpid's 
hull, smashing her rudder and 
leaving a huge gash- The burn- 
ing and crippled vessel immediate- 
ly steamed out of the danger 
zone. Steering by means of the 
rudder was out of the question. 
The only way to navigate the 
limping carrier was to back and 
fill and then steam ahead again, 
steering with her propellors. 

The clipped warship followed a 
"crazy pattern" for a couple of : 
days in an effort to get home. Soon j 
the winds came up and seas be- I 
gan to ohurn angrily. The ship ' 
veered constantly off her course. ' 
As Capt. T. L. Sprague, her first 
skipper described' the incident. I 
"8he was like a giant pendulum, : 
swinging back and forth." Wall- , 
owing in the trough cf the seas, 
she veered into the wind . . .to- j 
wards Tokyo . . ."but right then 
I wasn't interested in going in 
that direction,' the commanding 
officer said. 

American naval ingenuity was 
thrown into action. Boatswains 
mates rigged a make-shift mast 
and hoisted a crude sail to swing 
the Intrepid's bow back on her 
homeward course. She made it 
back to Pearl Harbor, where she 
was repaired. 

Following the bloody battles of 
Okinawa, Luzon. Formosa, and

An inactive status awaited In-, 
trepid as she returned to* San 
Pedro harbor from Japan. In 
March 1947 she wa3 officially 
placed "out of commission in re- 
serve." 

On February 11, 1952, the Navy 
Department announced the vessel's 
return to active duty in reserve 
and that she would leave in mid- 
March for Newport News, Va,, 
Shipbuilding and Drydock Co., 
for a major facelifting. 

Two other Essex-class carriers, 
the Randolph and Lake Champ- 
lain, were already in the various 
stages of conversion at this yard. 

On October 17. 1953, it was an- 
nounced that the vessel, which 
was being transformed into an 
Hancock-class carrier, was ready 
to be floated again, marking 
the completion of more than a 
year of hull and other moderniz- 
ation, work. 

The big carrier has undergone 
a 40 million dollar conversion and 
is now a heavier and much strong- 
er vessel capable of carrying the 
Navy's latest jet fighters and 
bombers. 

New steam catapults have been 
installed which will result in fast- 
er take-offs for heavier planes and 
will eliminate the need to con- 
sider weather and wind velocities 
during take-offs. 

A streamlined islad, nerve cen- 
ter of a carrier, has been con- 
structed. It offers less wind resis- 
tance and better flight and navi- 
gational control. T*vo deck-edge 
elevators leaving only one center- 
line elevator, clear both flight and 
hanger decks for greater capa» 
city. New rapid-fire anti aircraft 
guns, in place of old 20mm and 
40mm guns, increase firing range 
and effectiveness.

The Norfolk and Western Rail- 
way today was named winner of 
the Railroad Employees Rational 
Safety Award of the National Safe- 
ty Council for having the best 
1953 record among all American 
railroads in its size grouping. R 
is the fourth time since 1941 that 
this top award has come to the 
N. & W. 

The N. & W.'s rate of 3.33 casu- 
alties per million man. hears 
worked made it the safest of ail 
roads in Class B, those whose em- 
ployees worked between twenty 
and fifty million man-hours last 
year. The road reported ten em- 
ployees killed and 131 injured in 
42,471.039 man-hours. Its syttem- 
wide record for the previous year 
was 4.11. 

"Railroad employees kilted on 
duty by accidents totaled 339 in 
1953. the lowest number in the 
history of modern railroading," 
said Ned H. Dearborn, president 
of the National Safety Council, 
in announcing the award. "This 
remarkable record is emphasized 
by the fact that this many people 
are killed every three days in traf . 
fie accidents." 

The Norfolk and Western's rate 
of 3.33 was compared to a rate 
of 030 for all railroads hi its 
man-hour class and one of 7.05 
for all Class 1 railroads in the 
country. It received similar top 
awards in 1941, 1943,, and 1949. 
The road also is a five-time winner 
of the S. H. Hatriman Memorial 
Gold Medal of the American Mu- 
seum of Safety for its overall safe- 
ty performances. In 1952 and 19- 
53 it received Harriman citations 
for leading all other large South- 
ern railways in safety perform- 
ance. 

Two- weeks ago the N. ft W.'s 
Roanoke Shops received an Award 
of Honor from the Industrial Con. 
ferenee of the National Safety 
Council, the highest recognition 
obtainable for safety in industry. 
THe Roanoke Shops worked 5,- 
014,965 man-hours in 1953 with 
no fatalities and four injuries 
for a casualty rate of 0.80.

Crops stored at harvest time 
and sold later in the year usually 
bring a much better_4jri£fi^ This 
extra profit likely won't be avail 
ible this year to producers who 
depend on commerical storage 
which is now partly tied up with 
heavy carryover stocks from pre- 
vious years. 

Loans to finance up to 80% of 
the cost of new storage facilities 
have been made available by the 
Commodity Credit Corporation. 
These loans are intended to sup- 
plement local credit service when 
normal credit is not available. 

Similar storage equipment Joans 
are also available to finance up 
to 75% of thg delivered ar 
lerqbled cost of drying erflipdrbnt 
needed for proper conditioning of 
.'arm-stored crops. Eligible drying 
equipment includes mobile mec- 
hanical dryers, air circulators, 
ventilators, tunnels and fans. 

Any grain producer who has 
built or builds a comcrib or grain 
bin after December 31, 1952,. is 
allowed a Federal income tax de- 
duction for amortization of the 
structure over a period of 5 years 
after the date of construction. This 
amortization provision also appli- 
ed to any alternation or remodel- 
ling of a grain storage structure

The 2300 is rated at 4500 horse- 
power and is designed for a maxi- 
mum speed of sixty miles per 
hour. It has maximum rated trac- 
tive effort of 175,000 pounds and

hour. The wheel arrangement is 
6-6-6-8: four six-wheel trucks 
with each axle motorized.

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Veterans Administration receiv- 
ed GI home loan appraisal re- 
quests for 72.990 proposed and 
existing homes during April, a 
76 percent increase over April 
1953. 

April was the third straight 
month VA appraisal activity has 
shown a sharp increase. VA said 
this indicated that World War II 
and post-Korea veterans are find- 
ing it easier to obtain GI housing 
at reasonable credit terms. 

Builders, lenders and veterans 
request VA to determine the rea- 
sonable valves of proposed 
existing homes before selling the 
homes or submitting loans ap- 
plications for VA guaranty. 

Of the 72,990 proposed and ex- 
isting homes for which appraisal 
requests were received during April 
42.928 covered proposed dwelling 
units, an increase of 95 percent 
over April. 1953. During the past 
three months. VA received apprais- 
al requests for 113.836 proposed 
units, an increase of 79 percent 
over the same period in 1953. 

As for existing homes. VA made 
30.062 assignments to tee apprai- 
sers, a 55 percent increase over 
April. 1953. and the highest since 
August, 1950. During the past three 
months. VA has made 75.784 ap- 
praisal assignments on existing 
homes, an increase of 35 percent 
over the corresponding period of 
1953. '
